Allowable Subject Matter 

-24 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
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The closest prior art appears to be J. Am. Chem. Soc, (1954), 76, p. 1899-1902, 
cited by applicant in the IDS. The reference, drawn to the alkali metal catalyzed 
amination of olefins (abstract), teaches, inter alia, the synthesis of higher amines from, 
for example, secondary amines and ethylene (page 1900, section: Formation of Higher 
Amines). However, complex mixtures are obtained. The cited prior art neither teaches 
nor suggests the instant process, since the prior art clearly teaches away (because the 
results are so unsatisfactory) from using such a process to synthesize 
ethyldimethylamine and triethlyamine from a mixture of diethylamine and dimethylamine 
reacted with ethylene. Nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to modify the teachings of the prior art in order to arrive at 
those of the instant invention. There is no motivation to do so.
